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WHEELIE bins will be rolled out across 
the Ely area this September, Ely News 
can confirm. 

Waste chiefs at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council revealed this week that 
the district’s new wheelie bin service 
will come into force from September 2. 

It will be introduced over a 10-week 
period and the authority says a ‘summer 
awareness programme’ will be carried 
out to make sure residents understand 
how the new service will work. 

The council was awarded £5 million 
from the Government last year to fund a 
major overhaul of East Cambridgeshire’s 
waste and recycling system. 

The district currently recycles just 37 
per cent of its waste - the lowest in the 
region - and it is hoped wheelie bins will 
increase the district’s recycling rates. 

Changes mean that the current brown 
sack and black box collection system 
will be replaced with a new wheelie bin 
recycling collection, including paper, 
glass, food and drinks cans, plastic bot¬ 
tles and hard plastic food containers, 
cartons and cardboard, which will be 
collected fortnightly. 

There will also be a new fortnightly 
wheelie bin collection for organics to 
include food and garden waste. 

The collections will operate on alter¬ 


nate weeks. This is in addition to the 
weekly black sack waste collections. 

For residents whose homes are not 
considered suitable for wheelie bins - 
estimated to be a maximum of 1,500 
properties - they will be offered an 
alternative service based on clear sacks 
for recycling and continuation of the 
existing brown sack service for food and 
garden waste. 

Cllr Kevin Ellis, chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s waste and environment sub-com¬ 
mittee, said: “Our new wheeled bin 
recycling service will make a real differ¬ 
ence to people’s lives. 

“Once the new service is introduced 
recycling rates in East Cambridgeshire 
are expected to improve significantly 
and our aim is to recycle 50 per cent of 
the district’s waste by 2015.”

FIVE would-be illegal 
immigrants were caught 
hiding inside a lorry 
heading for the village of 
Pymoor. 

The Albanian male

New strategy to 


help homeless 


COUNCIL chiefs hope re-open¬ 
ing a hostel in Littleport will 
reduce the amount of taxpayers’ 
money being used to house 
homeless families in bed and 
breakfast accommodation. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council spent £362,400 last year 
on putting homeless people up 
in B&Bs until suitable alterna¬ 
tive accommodation could be 
found. 

That sum was approximately 
£250,000 over budget and in the 
first six weeks of this financial 
year alone the authority has 
spent £12,700 doing the same. 

The council has now drawn-up 
a new five-year strategy which it 
hopes will reduce the amount of 
money being spent on B&B 
accommodation but also lead to 
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less people being made homeless 
in the first place. 

One of the main focuses of the 
strategy is the re-opening of 
Littleport Hostel, which will pro¬ 
vide accommodation for people 
in need. 

The strategy also aims to 
ensure that homelessness can be 
prevented wherever possible and 
that links can be strengthened 
with private landlords and let¬ 
tings agents. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
the council’s development and 
transport committee, said: “Over 
the last year we have seen the 
pressures in the housing market 
build. 

“This led to our housing team 


being inundated by people who 
had become homeless and put a 
great strain on the council’s 
budget in order to cover the costs 
of the emergency solutions such 
as bed and breakfast accommo¬ 
dation. 

“The new strategy focuses on 
early intervention in order to 
help those who are threatened 
with homelessness. 

“We are developing better links 
with private landlords, creating 
new initiatives for single people 
and reopening Littleport Hostel. 

“By intervening early, there are 
many more options available to 
us to help people when they are 
in their greatest need.” 

The council hopes to reduce 
the amount it spends on B&Bs 
this year to £110,000.

Figures show 
Diocese of Ely’s 
income has 
risen by 9% 

ORGANISATIONS across the 
country might be struggling 
in the current economic cli¬ 
mate - but not the Diocese of 
Ely. 

According to its annual 
report, the diocese’s earnings 
from its portfolio of invest¬ 
ments rose from £1,241,270 to 
£1,360,817 last year - an 
increase of 9 per cent. 

The report also reveals that 
the total value of the dio¬ 
cese’s investments at the 
start of this year stood at 
£27,927,432, compared with 
£27,391,290 in the previous 
year. 

Money earned through 
stock markets and from 
investments now makes up 
25 per cent of the diocese’s 
earnings, which totalled 
more than £7 million in 2012. 

In the report, the invest¬ 
ments sub-committee said: 
“During the year, the board 
was able to invest a further 
£500,000 to global stock mar¬ 
kets in an effort to increase 
income to the diocese. 

“Despite global interest 
rates remaining low through¬ 
out the year, investment 
income rose to £1,360,817 
compared with £1,241,270 in 
the previous year.” 

The accounts showed that 
total income for 2012 was 
£7,051,000. That figure is 
expected to rise by more than 
£250,000 next year.

Broadcaster Stuart Hall 
jailed for assaulting girls 


RADIO and television broadcaster 
Stuart Hall, who assaulted a young 
girl while filming in Ely, has been 
jailed. 

The 83-year-old, who presented 
regional news programmes for the 
BBC in the 1960s and 70s, was sen¬ 
tenced to 15 months in prison on 
Monday. 

Last month Hall pleaded guilty to 
14 charges of indecently assaulting a 
total of 13 young girls, including one 
aged just 9. 

The offences happened between 
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1967 and 1987 and Preston Crown 
Court heard that one victim, who 
was 17, was assaulted while an epi¬ 
sode of It’s A Knockout was recorded 
in a hotel in Ely in 1973. 

Hall, of Wilmslow, Cheshire, was 
initially arrested in December and 
made a statement labelling the 
claims “pernicious, callous, cruel 
and above all spurious”. He told 
police that his victims were all lying 


as part of a “vendetta going on 
against people in the public eye”. 

He later admitted the offences, one 
of which included inappropriately 
touching a 9-year-old girl, in April. 

Before sentencing Hall, Judge 
Anthony Russell QC said he had a 
“darker side” and that he took 
advantage of his “status as a well- 
liked celebrity”. 

The judge said he would take the 
broadcaster’s age into account but 
that he would also consider his ini¬ 
tial denial of the claims, which 


caused greater distress to the vic¬ 
tims. 

Hall’s barrister, Crispin Aylett, in 
mitigation, told the court he had “all 
of 13” victims compared to Jimmy 
Savile’s 1,300. 

Hall, who in recent years was work¬ 
ing as a football correspondent for 
the BBC, was awarded an OBE in 
2012 New Year Honours. 

The BBC says it is “appalled” that 
some of Hall’s crimes took place in 
connection with his work at the cor¬ 
poration. 


Woman cut free from car 

A WOMAN had to be cut free from her 
vehicle after it was involved in a crash 
in Little Thetford. 

Emergency services were called to 
the two-vehicle accident at the 
junction of Ely Road and Fen Road at 
around 4.40pm on Tuesday. 

The driver of one of the cars, a 
woman, had to be cut free from the 
vehicle and was left in the care of the 
ambulance service. The extent of her 
injuries, and the injuries, if any, of the 
other driver, are not known.

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Pensioner 
jailed for 
sex offences 

A PENSIONER has been jailed 
for 10 years after admitting 
charges of rape and sexual 
activity with a child. 

Michael Garner, 67, pleaded 
guilty to three charges of rape 
between 1988 and 1991, two 
charges of indecent assault on a 
female from 2002 to 2003, and 
one charge of sexual activity 
with a child in 2004. 

Garner, of New Barns Avenue, 
Ely, was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Tuesday, June 11. 

Garner pleaded not guilty to 
three more charges dating from 
2006 to 2007, allegations of 
sexual assault, causing or 
inciting a female child to engage 
in sexual activity, and the sexual 
assault of a female child. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
ordered that the allegations 
were to be left on file. 

He also ordered that Garner 
would serve two thirds of his 
sentence, instead of the usual 
half, before being considered for 
release and that he will serve an 
extended period of five years on 
licence following his release. 

Garner will be placed on the 
Sex Offenders’ register for life.

MEET Rosie and Stinky - 
two kittens who have cer¬ 
tainly each used up one of 
their nine lives. 

Rosie, who is black, and 
Stinky, who is ginger, were 
believed to have been 
abandoned by their mum 
on the roof of a tall agricul¬ 
tural building in Soham. 

But being cheeky five- 
week-old kittens, they 
decided they’d go on a lit¬ 
tle adventure instead of 
simply crying out for help. 

Rosie ended up falling 
down a gap in between the 
building’s exterior and 
interior wall and Stinky fell 
down a drain pipe, hence 
his name, and ended up 
being trapped under¬ 
ground. 

Thankfully, their desper¬ 
ate cries were heard by 
Adam Rozycki, general 
manager of UK harvest 
operations at G’s Growers, 
which owns the building, 
who, being an animal 
lover, raised the alarm. 

Thanks to Adam, fellow 
farm workers, the RSPCA 
and even help from local 
firefighters, both kittens 
were rescued - but not

without a bit of wall cavity 
removal and underground 
digging first. 

Rosie and Stinky were 
taken to a nearby vet by the 
RSPCA for a check over and 
have now been adopted by 
Adam - much to the joy of 
his two daughters, Amelia, 
6, and Zuzanna, 4, who are 
nursing them back to 
health at their home in 
Soham. 

Adam, who lives with his 
wife, Anna, and daughters 
in West Drive Gardens, 
said: “They’re lucky kit¬ 
tens, that’s for sure. 

“Rosie was trapped 
between the building’s 
walls and Stinky had fallen 
down an underground 
drain. 

“I heard them crying out 
- if nobody had heard 
them goodness knows 
what would’ve happened 
to them. 

“We managed to cut 
Rosie out the wall and had 
to dig underground to get 
Stinky out. 

“It was certainly a pretty 


big rescue operation but 
there’s no way we could 
leave them as they would 
have died. 

“We believe their mum 
had abandoned them as 
they were by themselves 
and there was no adult cat 
in sight. 

“They were taken to a vet 
and were given the all clear 
which is when I decided it 
was only right that they 
deserved a good, loving 
home. 

“My wife wasn’t too 
happy when I brought 
them home but my daugh¬ 
ters were so excited. 
They’re absolutely over the 
moon. 

“They’re only five-weeks- 
old so we’re having to feed 
them every few hours but 
already they’re getting 
nice and strong. 

“We’re hoping to change 
Stinky’s name soon but it’s 
fair to say he does smell 
bad after being in the 
drain. 

“I’d like to thank every¬ 
one who helped to save 
them. It was a huge team 
effort and one that was 
certainly worthwhile.”

ties, a library and new din¬ 
ing facilities. 

Work will start almost 
immediately, saving public 
funds by using the contrac¬ 
tors already on site build¬ 
ing the new science centre. 
The new building will also 
form the new main 
entrance to the college. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
school principal, said: 
“This is fantastic news 
both for the city of Ely and 
for its college. 

“The award from the EFA 
and the match funding 
from the local authority 
mean that we can continue 
our transformation of the 
school site into a 21st cen¬ 
tury learning environment 
which meets the needs of

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the growing community. 

“It also means we can 
press on with our plans to 
update the curriculum on 
offer to Ely’s young people, 
and to reorganise the 
school into a number of 
‘learning communities’. 

“As we grow to meet 
demand, this ‘schools- 
within-schools’ approach 
will enable us to provide 
students and parents with 
the personal approach they 
expect from their local 
school, and to maintain 
the pace of improvement in 
teaching and learning 
noted by Ofsted.” 

Forecasts indicate that 
Ely will need an additional 
300 secondary school plac¬ 
es by 2020, including some 
from Littleport who will 
need a place before the 
new Littleport secondary 
school comes on-stream in 
September 2017.

Firefighters, farmer and vet rescue young cow from river

A MAJOR rescue operation had to be 
launched after a cow got stuck in a river. 

The young cow became trapped in weeds 
in the river near Green Hill, Little Thetford, at 
around 7.45am on Friday. 

Firefighters were called to the scene and 
with the help of a local farmer and a vet, 
managed to free the animal. The vet also 


sedated the cow so that fire crews could 
carry out the rescue safely. 

The cow was freed from the water by 
around 9am and was able to return to its 
herd unharmed. 

Paul Clarke, station commander at 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service, 
said: “This was an efficient rescue with 


great partnership working between our 
specialist animal rescue-trained and 
in-water crews and the vet and local farmer. 
It led to the successful rescue of the cow 
which was returned to its herd unharmed.” 

The incident happened just days after 
firefighters had to free a horse which was 
trapped in a dyke in Mepal. 


‘Ridiculous’ location 
for cycling summit 


CYCLISTS are threatening to boycott a 
summit in Cambridgeshire as they say 
it is too “out of reach”. 

The summit is being held at Swavesey 
Village College on Thursday, July 4 and 
cycling organisations and campaign 
groups from far and wide have been 
invited. 

The event is being organised by 
Cambridgeshire County Council and 
Living Sport in a bid to “build a lasting 
legacy” for when the Tour de France 
comes to the region next July. 

But angry cyclists insist the summit 
should be held at a “more accessible” 
location where there are direct railway 
links, such as in Cambridge or Ely. 

Christine Jones, a city councillor in Ely 
and member of the Ely Cycling 
Campaign, said: “Swavesey is a ridicu¬ 
lous place to hold this summit - how are 
people meant to get there unless they 
drive? 

“Swavesey is hardly a glowing example 
for cycling in our region - why isn’t it 
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being held in Cambridge or Ely where 
people from all over can travel by train 
and then get to the summit by cycling? 

“I don’t own a car so if I go I’ll have to 
get the guided busway there - it just 
defeats the whole object. 

“An event as big as this should be some¬ 
where that is more accessible - not in a 
remote, out of reach village.” 

Cllr Jones said that members of the Ely 
Cycling Campaign and the Cambridge 
Cycling Campaign are considering boy¬ 
cotting the summit. 

The News contacted the Cambridge 
Cycling Campaign but its chairman, 
Martin Lucas-Smith, said the group did

not want to comment. 

Cllr Ian Bates, cabinet member for 
growth and planning at the county 
council, said Swavesey Village College 
was chosen as it has “excellent access” to 
the guided busway. 

He said: “The college has a strong repu¬ 
tation for cycling, excellent access to the 
busway and offers good value for money. 

“We have to bear in mind that this 
event is for organisations across 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough and 
therefore a central location in the coun¬ 
ty is entirely appropriate. 

“While we are aware a minority of peo¬ 
ple have expressed concerns over the 
venue - the vast majority of responses so 
far have been positive.” 

Simon Fairhall, chief executive of 
Living Sport, added: “I believe Swavesey 
Village College is a great location for the 
summit. 

“ It has a great reputation of supporting 
cycling and among the many issues we 
will be talking about at the summit.” 



Unemployment levels still 
dropping across the region 


Police get tough with 
anti-social behaviour 


UNEMPLOYMENT is contin¬ 
uing to fall in the Ely area, 
according to the Office for 
National Statistics. 

Figures show that the num¬ 
ber of unemployed benefit 
claimants in South East 
Cambridgeshire is now 1,140 
- representing just 1.9 per 
cent of the economically 
active population aged 
between 16 and 64. 

Nationally, the unemploy¬ 


ment rate stands at 7.8 per 
cent. 

South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Jim Paice said: “These 
figures show that South East 
Cambridgeshire is weather¬ 
ing the storm better than 
many other places in the 
country. 

“Whilst anyone looking for 
work has my sympathy, these 
figures show that here at least 
there is real reason for hope.” 


POLICE are ramping up their 
efforts to deal with anti¬ 
social behaviour in the Ely 
area. 

Officers will be visiting 
schools and warning off- 
licences across the region not 
to sell to under-18s as part of 
the ‘Get Closer’ campaign. 

The aim of the campaign is 
not only to deter anti-social 
behaviour but also to encour¬ 
age members of the public to 


report it. 

In the four months from 
June to September last year 
there were 10,298 incidents of 
anti-social behaviour report¬ 
ed in the county. That was 
compared to 8,862 incidents 
in the four months from 
October to January this year.

New special 
school plan

A SPECIAL school is like¬ 
ly to be built in Littleport 
to cope with the rising 
number of children 
being born with disabili¬ 
ties in Cambridgeshire. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says that three 
more special schools are 
needed in the county in 
the next decade. 

The authority says the 
county’s existing special 
schools are already full 
and that 300 extra places 
are needed in the next 10 
years. 

It is envisaged the three 
100-place schools will be 
built in Littleport, 
Cambridge’s new town 
Northstowe and in the 
Huntingdon area at a 
total cost of £39 million. 

The reasons for the 
national spike in families 
with a disabled child 
include a possible 
increase in mothers 
drinking during preg-

nancy, which is the big¬ 
gest cause of non-genetic 
mental handicap in the 
western world. 

Other factors include 
the fact that 80 per cent of 
children born during the 
26th week of pregnancy 
now survive, with half of 
those children having 
“severe and complex dis¬ 
abilities”, according to 
the council report. 

Hannah Woodhouse, 
strategy and commis¬ 
sioning director at the 
county’s children’s ser¬ 
vices department, said:

“We need to plan and 
develop additional spe¬ 
cial school provision to 
meet increasing com¬ 
plexity of need and the 
predicted growth in 
demand over the next 
decade. 

“This means that the 
county will need to cre¬ 
ate additional special 
school places. Given the 
size of the gap between 
the current numbers of 
places we have available 
and those as required, 
the proposal is that the 
authority needs to plan 
for additional special 
schools as our current 
schools clearly could not 
expand to meet the 
expected demand.” 

The plan is to create the 
new special schools 
alongside mainstream 
schools. It is hoped a new 
mainstream school will 
be up and running in 
Littleport by 2017. 


... And primary school to grow 


PLANS to expand one of 
Littleport’s primary 
schools have been given 
the green light. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council applied for plan¬ 
ning permission earlier 
this year to extend 
Millfield Primary School, 
in Grange Lane, in order 
to cater for the region’s 
ever-growing shortage of 
primary school places. 

The plans have now 
been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Five new buildings will 


be built at the school, 
which the council says 
will increase its capacity 
by 140 pupils. 

Adrian Loades, director 
of children’s services at 
the county council, said: 
“The expansion will be 
achieved by adding five 
new classrooms to the 
existing school buildings. 

“The new accommoda¬ 
tion will be funded 
through the county 
council’s capital pro¬ 
gramme. 

The current capacity of 
the school is 280 and the 


proposed capacity will be 
420.” 

As a result of the expan¬ 
sion, Busy Bees Pre¬ 
school, which is based at 
the site in Grange Lane, 
will re-locate into a pur¬ 
pose-built, modular 
building - also enabling it 
to expand. 

The 21m by 9.6m, sev¬ 
en-bay building will be 
built at the site and it is 
believed it will be in use 
until August 2018. 

That decision too was 
made by planners at the 
district council.

Council could 
be doing ‘so 
much more’ 


RESIDENTS fed-up with 
rubbish being fly-tipped 
in their village say East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council could be doing 
“so much more” to stop 
it. 

The authority has come 
under fire a lot in recent

- why can’t we?”

Lorna Dupre, who lives 
in the village, said: “There 
is so much more the 
council could be doing, 
both to reduce fly-tipping 
and to tackle it more 
effectively when it does 
happen. We are fed-up 
and want it resolved.” 

In April, Ely News 
reported how residents in 
the Witchford area were 
just as irritated. Jill Elias, 
of Main Street, said: “As 
quickly as the council 
cleans it up the culprits 
are just as quick at dump¬ 
ing fresh rubbish in its 
place. The council should

concentrate its efforts on 
catching those responsi¬ 
ble - that way the culprits 
could be made to clean it 
up instead.” 

Liz Knox, head of envi¬ 
ronmental services at the 
district council, said: 
“Despite our contractors 
visiting Sutton’s recycling 
point three times a week 
to clear up the area - the 
actions of a small minor¬ 
ity of people continue to 
blight the village, despite 
the fantastic household 
recycling facility up the 
road at Witchford. 

“Unfortunately it only 
takes a minute for some¬ 
one to dump their un¬ 
wanted items but we have 
arranged for our enforce¬ 
ment officer to meet with 
the residents in Sutton to 
see how we can help fur¬ 
ther. 

“We always appeal for 
any information which 
people may have regard¬ 
ing any fly-tipping inci¬ 
dents to help us track 
down these criminals.”

SWISH those skirts and pile on the red lippy, 
Cambridge Arts Theatre is kick-starting the 
new Dreamboats and Petticoats tour.

World War Z (15,116 mins) 

SOME of Hollywood’s most 
glittering triumphs have been 
snatched from the slavering 
jaws of defeat. 

Gone With The Wind 
was shot by three different 
directors and suffered 
numerous delays, yet the 
sweeping 1939 romance 
reigned supreme at the Oscars 
with eight statuettes including 
Best Picture and Best Director. 
Joseph L Manciewicz's 1963 
epic Cleopatra was beset 
with similar problems, almost 
bankrupting studio Twentieth 
Century Fox when the budget 
ballooned from $2 million 
to $44 million. Lead stars 
Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton began a very public 
affair, which incurred the moral 
indignation of audiences, yet 
the dazzling historical drama 
still garnered four Oscars. 

Now comes Brad Pitt's 
post-apocalyptic zombie 
action horror, which has been 
plagued by rumours of on-set 
traumas and was delayed by 
six months to allow filmmakers 
to completely rewrite and 
reshoot the final showdown. 

If poisonous word of mouth 
could slay a picture before it 
has even screened, World War 
Z would be as lifeless as the 
hordes of computer-generated 


undead that cram every frame 
of Marc Forster's ill-fated film. 
From this mire though, Forster 
and three screenwriters have 
bolted together a compelling 
survival thriller that is not 
the catastrophe the gossip- 
mongers predicted - but also 
not as slick and suspenseful 
as cast and crew would have 
wished. 

Gerry Lane (Pitt) is a retired 
United Nations investigator, 
who devotes his time to his 
wife Karin (Mireille Enos) and 
daughters Constance (Sterling 
Jerins) and Rachel (Abigail 
Hargrove). During a drive 
through Philadelphia, the Lanes 
witness the spread of a disease 
which transforms men, women 
and children into merciless 
predators with a single bite. 

Gerry's old boss at the 
UN, Thierry Umutoni (Fana 
Mokoena), guarantees Karin, 
Constance and Rachel passage 
on an aircraft carrier if Gerry 


will agree to travel behind 
enemy lines to discover the 
source of the outbreak. 

The search moves from a 
military base in South Korea 
to Jerusalem and finally to a 
World Health Organisation 
compound in Wales where 
Gerry and an Israeli soldier 
(Daniella Kertesz) join four 
doctors (Peter Capaldi, 
Pierfrancesco Favino, Ruth 
Negga, Moritz Bleibtreu) in 
the frantic race against time 
for a cure. 

World War Z boasts a 
cracking opening 60 minutes, 
directed at breakneck speed 
by Forster, who captures the 
pandemonium as the infected 
swarm like rabid animals. 

The dramatic momentum 
slows noticeably in the 
rewritten final act that feels 
out of kilter with the rest 
of the film but does at least 
permit close-ups of the 
infected.

Blast away 

the blackspot 


AS if aphids, vine weevil and lily beetle aren’t 
trouble enough for us all at this time of year, 
when your roses show signs of blackspot you may 
wonder if it’s time to throw in the trowel. 

While blackspot used to be a disease confined 
to the south of England, now it's all over the 
UK, causing defoliation and 
stunted growth to roses 
nationwide. 

This unsightly fungal disease 
is hard to eradicate as it lurks 
over winter on fallen leaves 
and diseased stems, spreading 
on to healthy new leaves as 
spring returns. 

There are many blackspot 
sprays on the market, claiming 
to provide a protective barrier 
which kills fungal spores on 
the leaves as they germinate. 

A recent trial by Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers' Association magazine, put eight such 
products to the test between April and October 
last year. 

The products were tested on 'Silver Jubilee' 
roses as they are a modern variety, more resistant 
to blackspot than older varieties and more typical 
of the roses you might buy today. The roses were 


planted at a site known to carry the blackspot 
fungus and by June blackspot had appeared on 
the plants, at which point treatment was started, 
following the instructions supplied, while a 
number of bushes were left untreated. 

The trial found that any chemical-based 
product was better than 
nothing and that they all 
slowed the progress of the 
disease to a similar degree. 

While none of the products 
completely stopped the 
disease, testers recommend 
Bayer Garden Systhane Fungus 
Fighter Concentrate (£5.99 for 
300ml, makes 15 litres); Scotts 
Fungus Clear Ultra (£6.99 for 
225ml, makes 15 litres); and 
Bayer Garden Multirose 2 
Ready-to-use (£5.75 for 1 litre). 

However, trials found that the organic product 
which was tested, Vitax Organic 2-in-1 Pest and 
Disease Control ready-to-use spray, comprising a 
blend of sesame oil and fish oils, didn't make any 
difference to the roses and blackspot took hold 
of them in the same way as the untreated plants. 

You will have to be persistent with spraying to 
keep the barrier on the leaves in place, and spray 


early, as the leaf buds burst if the blackspot was 
present the previous year. 

If you don't want to go down the chemical 
route, there are other ways of controlling 
blackspot. 

Pick off affected leaves and burn fallen leaves, 
and give plants a high potash feed, as potash 
deficiency may make blackspot worse. 

Buy disease-resistant varieties such as the 
gallicas and albas and modern shrub roses like 
the rugosas. Good resistance to disease is also 
found among newer varieties of English and 
Modern bush roses. Good choices include Rosa 
gallica 'Versicolor', with its semi-double, pink 
flowers striped crimson, Rosa alba 'Konigin 
von Danemark', which produces glowing pink 
blooms, and the wonderfully fragrant English 
rose 'Gertrude Jekyll', which bears beautiful rich 
pink flowers. 

If you keep your plants well fed and in the 
right place - preferably in a sunny spot with 
good drainage - they'll be less susceptible to 
disease. Remember, roses are hungry feeders 
so you would do well to apply a thick mulch of 
well-rotted organic matter and ensure good air 
circulation. 

When watering, water the soil, not the leaves, 
and prune in spring to remove infected stems.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
